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What Did We Do In 1949? 


@ The 1949 tax rate was maintained at 
$77 per thousand despite a $5000 increase 
in town appropriations. 


@ With the cooperation of the S tate 
Highway Commission:

—New school approach and speed signs 
were erected.

@ Knights Pond Road was completed as 
a state aid road. 

® Captain Marx of the Wells State Police 


Barracks conducted a special training school 
for South Berwick Town Police. 


# Thc fire alarm system was transferred 
from the Town Hall basement to the fire 
house. 

@ Townspeople left thousands of gifts be- 
neath the Christmas Tree in the Town Office 
for distribution to over 50 families. 

® The Town Hall Improvement Associa- 
tion was formed to raise money and to fix up 
the Town Hall. 

@ Soldiers Monument flag pole was 


painted. 


® Wearly 7090 yards of gravel was placed 


on town roads. 


® Cost of apply:ng tar to over 24% miles 
of streets was approximately 23c per gallon 
compared with appreximately 35c in 1948. 


® A pet'tion by the South Berwick Water 
Corporation to increase hydrant rental by 
$500 was successfully fought before the 
Maine Public Utilities Commission. A rate 
increase was denied. 


® Admission to the Statc Home for De- 


-fectives and Delinquents at Pownal was ob- 


tained for a 24 year old girl supported by 
the Town for the past 16 years. Yearly sav- 
ings of at least $500 on this one case. 


® Emergency veterans aid was obtained 


from the state for a disabled veteran. Sav-

@® Reduced tax anticipation loan intercst 
payment from $825.01 in 1948 to $411.58 
in 1949 by careful borrowing practice. Net

® A savings of 8% was made by pur- 
chasing oil for the fire station by competi- 
tive bids. 

® A savings of approximately 23c a quart 
was made by purchasing oil in bulk quan- 
tities for town equipment. 


® Front cnd loader rentals paid one half 
of cost of a loader.

In order to clarify the preceding financial breakdown, the next few 
pages explain some important points that should be clearly understood. 
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Revenues 


1. Town Taxes 

In 1949, $93,778,43 was collected in pro- 
perty and poll taxes and $122.50 in interest 
as compared with $92,684.30 in taxes and 
$27.63 interest in 1948. Prior years 
taxes and payments on tax liens accounted 
for $1,271.37 in 1949 and $313.34 in 1948. 
2. Motor Vehicle Exc'ses 

Out of $8,551.33 in Excise tax collections 
in 1948 only $614.25 was used to apply 
against the tax rate. In 1949, $5,000 from 


in 


‘excises was applied against the tax rate. 


Through ‘this means, the tax rate in 1949 
was maintained at $77 per $1,000 of valua- 
tion despite a 6% increase in appropriation 
at the 1949 Town Meeting. 


3. State Grants 
I. School Subsidy 

This subsidy is based on a formula which 
takes into consideration the State’s valuation 
of the town, the amount of money spent on 
the town for schools, the number of teachers, 
the number of pupils, and the number of 
rural schools closed in the past when the 
central school was established. 


II. School Lunch 

Through the State, the Federal Govern- 
ment pays 9c towards each school lunch 
meal served. Surplus foods are also availa- 
ble for school lunch programs. 
III. Winter Care Subsidy 

The Town is reimbursed by the state up 
to $50 per mile of highway kept clear of 
snow to a width of 14 feet, and approxi- 
mately 1%c per foot for the erection of 
snow fences. This emphasizes the need for 
an extensive program of brush cutting and 
ditching on rural roads in the future. 


IV. Non-Settled Poor 

Persons falling in need who have resided 
in town fcr less than five years are non- 
settled poor and receive poor supplies at the 
expence of the state. Fortunately, over half 
of the money spent on poor relief in 1949 
was rcimbursed by the state in contrast with 
only one-third in 1948. 
V. Town Road Improvement 

This money is provided by the State to

VI. State Aid Construction

The School Bonds have been paid in full 
and the savings account to cover same has 
a balance of $208.00. 

$1,000 from the truck fund savings ac- 
count was used to pay on the truck and 
snow plow loan. 

Land rent of $20 per year is charged on 
property occupied by Judge F. Roger Miller. 

In 1948 the American Legion returned 
a balance of $5.24, and in 1949 a balance of 
$6.29 from the $175 Memorial Day appro- 
priation spent by them. 
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6. Truck and Loader Fund 
A rental fee of $2.25 per hour is charged 
against the account for which the town 


trucks are used. The income from this ac- 
count is used to pay all operating costs of 
the trucks and to pay off the debt incurred 
for the purchase of trucks. 

The town has rented a front end loader 
from the Files and O’Keefe Company. A 
Loader fund has been set up into which 
ren‘als are paid for the use of the town 


loader. For example, private shovels load 


gravel at a charge of 50c per sq. yd. Thus, 
instead of paying a private operator for 
loading gravel, the rented loader is used and 
the usual loading fee is paid into the loader 
fund. The loader fund, in turn, is used to 
repay the Files and O’Keefe Company. 
When $3,000 has been paid to them, the 
loader will be owned free and clear. Oper-

Incidental Expenses have been badly over- 
drawn again. In 1948 this account 
overdrawn $1,870.74 and in 1949 it 
overdrawn $1,662. $1,500 was appropriated 
for this account in 1949. Of this, $1,01+ 
was spent or contracted for prior to town 
meeting, and $1,417 prior to April 30. Out 
of this account had to come police salaries

Hydrant rentals remain at $3,761.80 due 
to the successful objections by the Town to 
a $500 rate increase requested by the South 
Berwick Water Corp. This water company 
is cooperating with the Town in a survey 
of the water system by Prof. E. W. Stanley 
of Charles T. Main Co., Engineers. 


The 1949 appropriation of $2,801.26 for 
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street lights falls $513 short of requirements 


for this year. A bill for this amount re- 


mains unpaid. This shortage is due to two 


things: First, a bill for $255 that should 


have been paid in 1948. And, secondly, the 
required expenditure for street lights was 


underestimated by $258. 


4. Highways and Bridges 


Note that $35,489.25 was spent for high- 
ways and bridges in 1948 as compared with 


$19,836.45 in 1949. This large difference in 


1948 is dueto several reasons. First, $10,400 
was borrowed to pay for repairs to the 
Great Works and Salmon Falls bridges. 
Secondly, $4,827.94 was spent on the Boyd’s 
Corner Special Resolve Road. This money 
was provided by the state and represents 
the accumulation of several years grants. 
No money was designated by the state for 
this road in 1949; however, $1,300 is availa- 
ble for 1950.

Interest for temporary borrowing came to 
$825.01 in 1948 as compared with $411.58 
in 1949 a net savings of $413.43. By taking 
the loan in small amounts, as required, we 
were able to get along with $40,000 in 
1949 in contrast to $45,000 in 1948. The 
interest rate was also reduced from 234% 
in 1948 to 2%4,% in 1949. At the same. 
time interest on long term obligations was 
reduced from 23%4% to 242%. 
10. State and County Tax 

The State and County Tax increased by 
$367.08 in 1949. 


11. Truckand Loader Fund 

$167.75 in unpaid bills of 1948 were paid 
out of the truck fund in 1949. All operating 
costs of the town trucks have been paid 
out of the truck fund in addition to $2,000 
on the truck fund loan. 

All operating expenses, in addition to the 
rental purchase of the loader, come from 
the loader fund.

The local health officer shall, in a book 
kept for that purpose, make and keep a 
record of all the proceedings and of all the 
transactions, doings, orders, and regulations 
of himsclf..as health officer. Said local 
health;,cfficers shall assist in the reporting, 
prevention, and supression of diseases and all 
conditions dangerous to health, and shall be 
subject to the supervision and direction of 
the department. 


The local health officer shall guard against 
the introduction of contagious and infectious 
diseases, by the exercise of proper and vigi- 
lant medical inspection and control of all 
persons and things coming within the limits 
of his jurisdiction from infected places, or 
which for any cause are liable to communi- 
cate contagion; give public notice of in- 
fected places by displaying red flags, or by 
posting placards on the entrances of the 
premises; require the isolation of all persons 
and things that are infected with, or have 
been exposed to, contagious or infectious 
diseases, and provide suitable places for the 
reception of the same; and furnish medical 
treatment and care for persons sick with 
such diseases who cannot otherwise be pro- 
vided for;

quire, and, if necessary, provide the means 
for the thorough cleansing and disinfection 
of the same before general intercourse there- 
with, or use thereof, shall be allowed.

REPORT OF POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The town police department consists of 
Police Chief Brighton Ives and special offi- 
cers Alexander Loika, Jr., Frank Coffin, 
Simeon Marcotte, Lionel Turcotte, Albert 
Watkins, Oscar Somerset, Kenneth Tucker, 
and Carl Hillman. 


Total police expenses for 1949 were 
$191.04 for police telephone and $442.75 
for police services and expenses. Nine pair 
of badges, one set of hand cuffs, and two 
police caps make up the police equipment 
owned by the department. 


Captain Marx of the Maine State Police 
conducted a 10 session police school for the 
town police. This is the first such course 
conducted for special town police officers in 
thise@pareworsthe State, “Captain Marx, ~a 
graduate of the F. B. I. Course in Wash- 
ington, gave a total of 180 man hours of 
instruction covering a broad field including 
the laws of arrest, criminal law, rules of 
evidence, techniques and rules of investigat- 
ing, police procedure at the ~scene of a 
crime, criminal investigation, testimony in 
court, motor vehicle laws and _ techniques 
and mechanics of arrest. 


Among the many activities of the police 
department are included: 


—the investigation and account of charac- 
ter of individuals for 37 government 
agencies. 

—transporting two patients to Augusta. 

—warning 57 delinquent dog license of- 
fenders. 

—relaying emergency messages from out- 
side department and agencies to resi- 
dents. 

—locating and serving papers on a child 
welfare case. 

—handling complaints from Humane So- 
ciety representative. 

—the uniformed police patrol of streets 
in emergencies, holidays and limited 
regular patrol. 

—103 complaints were received and 97 
were acted upon as valid. 

—21 auto accidents were investigated and 
reported to the State Police. 

—6 missing and runaway persons were 
reported. All were located. 


—$243.00 worth of property was reported 
stolen. $853.00 worth of property was 
recovered and returned to owners. 

—there were a total of 22 arrests. Con- 

victions were sustained in all cases. Court 

fines in these cases amounted to ap- 
proximately $492.00.

FOGG MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


In the absence of Miss Louise D. Leib, 
librarian, because of illness, I submit the 
following report for 1949-50: 

The increased apprepriation by the town 
for the buying of library books has increased 
our ability to serve the town. We have now 
a better collection of currently popular fic- 
tion for all ages, and of important non-fic- 
tion, than we have had in the past, and it 
is In constant circulation. 

We are fortunate, also, that funds became 
available to the Library Trustees for the in- 
stallation of modern lighting and for the 
repair and complete redecoration of the li- 
brary wing during the past summer. At this 
time we can announce that a modern filing 
system has been completed, whereby it is 
pessible for the librarian or anyone visiting 
the library to find quickly and easily any 
book which we have; to check as to how 
many and what titles we have by each au- 
thor; and to discover how much we have to 
offer in any field of special interest or study. 

During the past two months, all Academy 
students have been given detailed instruc- 
tion in library usage. This training will be 
of inestimable value to them in the future, 


whether or not they go on to college, wher- 
ever they live, whatever their life work may 
be. The library is open to these students 
_ during the school day, and for at least an 
hour at the close of each day’s session, under 
the direction of Mr. Murray and of Jesse 
White, assistant librarian. 


We are open to the public 2:00-5:00 P.M. 
and 7:00-9:00 P.M. each Saturday. 


On Thursday afternoons, 1:00-4:00, the 
library is open to grade-school pupils who 
wish to come there, under teacher direction, 
for reference work and outside reading. 


We feel that great strides have been made 
during the past year toward providing the 
kind of library a town the size of ours 
should have, as a source of information and 
pleasure. However, it is important that the 
town be as generous as possible in its appro- 
priation for the buying of books. Most 
towns have to pay for the upkeep of their 
library building, if not to build one, and 
to finance heating, lighting, and janitor 
service, in addition to employing a librarian. 
South Berwick, which has only to buy books, 
should make available to its citizens all the 
best which has been and is being published. 


To each dollar the town appropriates for 
the purchase of books, the state adds ten 
cents. Therefore, in 1949-50, we had in 
all $192.50 to spend for books to be read 
for personal enjoyment and for the books 
your children, your Academy and college 
sons and daughters, your parents, your 
teachers, and your pastors needed to read 
in order to continue their education and to 
do their work well.

REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 

As a result of the serious forest fires in 
recent years, the State Legislature passed a 
new Forest Fire Prevention and control law 
in 1949 to more adequately cope with the 
forest fire menace. A summary of this law 
is printed here to acquaint the townspeople 
with its provisions. 

Forest Fire Prevention and Control in Or- 
ganized Towns. The purpose of the laws 
which became effective on August 6, 1949 
was to place forest fire control under the 
Forestry Department for the entire state. 
It provides an unbroken chain of command 
from the town forest fire warden to the for- 
est commissioner. A maximum amount of 
responsibility and authority remains with 


each local community but state authority ‘is 


provided whenever the town sys:em breaks 
down. 

The organized town area has been divided 
into seven fire control districts with a state 
district warden in charge of each, employed 
on a year round basis. These men are re- 
sponsible to the forest commissioner. 

Each state district warden administers the 
fire protection organization and is respon- 
sible for the forest fire prevention-education 
program in his district. He prepares and 
revises annually a forest fire plan for his 
district. 

The seven districts are subdivided 
twenty-four sub-districts with a 
state forest fire warden in charge of each. 
These seasonal wardens are responsible to 
their state district forest fire wardens and 
assist him in carrying out the job of fire pre- 


into 
seasonal 


vention and control. 

Lookout towermen are directly reponsible 
to the state wardens in charge of the district 
where the tower is located. They report fires 
in their range of vision and are responsible 
for the maintenance of their facilities. 

The town forest fire warden is appointed 
by the forest commissioner with the approval 
of the local town officials for a three year 
term. He may be any citizen of the town 
and is often the fire chief as well as town 
forest fire warden. He is responsible for tak- 
ing immediate charge to control and ex- 
tinguish forest fires within his town. ““The 
management of town forest fires shall be the 
responsibility of the town forest fire warden 
until in the judgment of a state forest fire 
warden the situation makes it advisable for 
him to take over.” Final authority and re- 
sponsibility on forest fires shall be that of 
the state forest fire warden. This makes it 
necessary that the state warden be advised 
by the town forest fire warden of each fire 
in his town as soon as it is discovered. This 
is an important link in the chain of command 
from the town forest fire warden to the 
state warden. If the state warden at the 
scene of the fire is unable to handle the 
situation, he requests further aid from his 
immediate superior. 


The Forestry Department shall be the 
coordinating agency whenever or wherever 
a major forest fire occurs or threatens. 
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Aid to Towns. 
tions must pay the costs of controlling and 


Towns, cities, or planta- 


extinguishing forest fires up to an amount 
equal to 2% of the town tax valuation. The 
state will reimburse the town for '% these 
costs. All forest fire suppression costs above 
this amount shall be paid by the state. Re- 
quests for 1% state reimbursement must be 
presented to the forest commissioner within 
60 days after total extinguishment of the 
fire or become void.

on whoever ‘cut, causes or permits to cut” 
forest growth. Such slash or brush must be 
moved back 50 feet from the shoulder or 
pavement of any public highway or road 
and 25 feet from utility right of ways. On 
complaint, if a real fire hazard exists, slash 
and brush must be removed 25 feet from 
forest growth of an adjoining landowner and 
100 feet from dwellings. 

All slash and brush shall be removed the 
required distance within 30 days after cut- 
ting, or 30 days after being notified to re- 
move it. A violator of this section is lable 
to a fine of $100 or 30 days imprisonment, 
or both. He is liable to the same fine and 
imprisonment every 30 days following his 
violation until the slash and brush is cleared 
back the required distance. 

Another section of the same act requires 
that slash and brush resulting from the con- 
struction and maintenance of highways and 
utility right of ways shall be removed from 
these areas by burning or hauling away.

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mately 23c per gallon compared with a cost 
of about 35c per gallon in 1948. The use 
of the loader in loading sand into trucks and 
the use of the town sander for applying the 
sand, together with careful timing of men 
and equipment, accounts for the reduced 
cost of this work. 

Special appropriations were made for work 
on the Thurrell Road, Goodwin Lane, Wa- 
terside Lane, Earle’s Road, and the Rodier 
Road. Under these separate appropriations 
was completed without overdrafts. 

A loan of $1,500 was authorized by the 
1949 Town Meeting for repairs to the Aga- 
menticus Bridge. Even though the work re- 
quired on this bridge was more extensive 
than anticipated, it was completed for 
$1,498.28. This included replacing the five 
main I beams and replanking and painting 
the entire bridge. 


Although relatively little snow fell before 
the close of the fiscal year, an unusual 
amount of care was necessary to treat icy 
roads. Actually as many man hours were 
spent sanding and salting the roads as is 
normally spent plowing snow. Operating 
trucks and providing labor is just as expen- 
sive whether the work is plowing snow or 


sanding roads. 


The map appearing on page 25 shows 
the main town roads, in addition to the 
State Highways and State Aid Roads run- 
ning through Town. 


TRUCK FUND 
A special fund, known as the Truck and 


Snow Plow Fund, has been set up to pay 
off the purchase loan and operating costs 
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of the Town Trucks. Payments are made 
into this fund from the rentals of the trucks. 
The appropriation account for which the 
Town Truck does work is charged at the 
rate of $2.25 per hour. To date, the Truck 
Fund has earned $5,502.85, $2,000 of the 
loan has been paid out of this in addition 
to all cperating costs of the trucks and 
there is now a balance of $64.66 in the 
Truck Fund Savings Account. 


Since March 12, 1949, operating costs of 
the trucks have consisted mainly of gasoline 
and oil. However, to date, 7 tires have been 
replaced on the trucks, 3 of them prior to 
March 12, and 4 of them in July of 1949. 
This would appear to indicate abuse of the 
trucks in the first year of their operation. 


LOADER FUND 


A special fund, known as the Loader 
Fund has been set up to cover the purchase 
cost and operating expenses of a town loader. 
The loader has been rented from the Files 
& O’Keefe Company of Portland for $1,500 
for 8 months, with the money paid for rental 
to apply against its purchase. Although the 
loader lists for $4,200 new, the Town will 
be able to purchase it for $3,000 because 
it was 8 months old when first rented by 
the Town. $500 worth of accessory equip- 
ment consisting of a gravel bucket, snow 
bucket, bulldozer blade and balance box is 
included in this price. 


The $1,500 rental fee is being paid by 
setting up a “Loader Fund.’ Money has 
been set aside for this fund at the rate of 
30c a yard for loading sand or gravel onto 
a truck. This is the usual cost of loading 
charged by private shovel operators. 

It is readily apparent that with no addi- 
tional appropriation, the Town is able to 
add this valuable piece to its equipment pool 
by paying only the normal price for the 
loading of gravel» or sand. In many in- 
stances, we can now lay gravel for one-half 
the cost prior to the loader’s acquisition. 
This is accounted for by the fact that there 
is no lost time waiting for a shovel when 
needed or waiting to squeeze into a long 
line of trucks at the pit for a load of 
When the Town is paying $3.00 


per hour for truck and driver, we can see 


gravel. 


that every minute saved means more work 
periormed. 

To date, the loader has earned $1,702.05. 
Expenditures of $1,863.92 have come’ from 
this fund, $1,500 for rental purchase pay- 
ments to the Files & O’Keefe Company 
and $363.92 operating costs leaving a net 
deficit: of $161.87. It is estimated that the 
loader will be completely paid for by the 
end of 1950. 


WELFARE 


Support of Poor Funds are spent to aid 
persons falling in need who have a legal 
settlement in South Berwick.

REVALUATION 


There has never been a sound, equitable 
revaluation of property in South Berwick. 
In the past, assessment of property has been 
a relatively simple matter. For the most 
part the procedure has cons‘sted of copying 


last year’s valuation into this year’s book. 


t last year’s Town Meeting the people 
indicated their awareness of the unjust situ- 
ation and their desire to dc something about 
it by appropriating $1,500 for a revaluation 
of the town. 

Obviously a comprehensive reassessment 
is no little job. A revaluation by a profes- 
sional firm would cost about $15,000. The 
assessors, however have decided to follow the 
procedure used by professional consultants 
to the fullest extent possible.

a separate property assessment record 


perty. On this is entered all the data which 


might have an effect upon the value of pro- 
perty. This includes the construction char- 
acteristics of the building and the location 
of the property as indicated by the sample 
card on the following page. 

All buildings will be classified into grades, 
with Grade A representing the best in build- 
ing materials, workmanship, etc., Grade B 
representing the next best, and so on. Then 
the individual components of the house—- 
foundation, frame, roof, interior and ex- 
terior, finish, plumbing, heating, etc., are 
rated as to condition to arrive at a depre- 
ciation figure. Then the _ reconstruction 
cost of a similar house is determined by re- 
ferring to tables provided by the Bureau 
of Taxation. Deductions from this figure 
are made for depreciation and location fac- 
tors. For example, a house that lacks all 
weather roads or fire protection is valued 
less than one with those advantages.

Whether or not the individual property 
owner receives a fair, uniform valuation de- 
pends to a considerable extent upon his own 
cooperation. A true, just value can only be 
arrived at by the assesscrs reviewing all

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of South Berwick: 
I herewith submit my third annual report of the South Berwick School Department: 
TEACHERS 


Central School opened for the fall term on September 6 with the following changes 


in the teaching staff: Mr. William Treat of Danforth assumed the position as principal and 
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Mrs. Maxine Grant Treat as teacher of Grade Eight. Miss Elizabeth Rhodes of Belfast re- 
placed Miss Bernice Grinnell as teacher of Grade Six, Miss Grinnell having resigned to be- 
come married. Miss Helena Downs of Lebanon replaced Miss Alice Norton as Third Grade 
teacher. Miss Beulah Chandler of Brownfield was added to the staff as a teacher of the 
overflow room for Grades Three and Four. The complete faculty list is as follows:

IMPROVEMENTS AND CHANGES 


Several major changes have been made in Central School this year. In conjunction 
with the South Berwick School Survey Committee your school department made several 
changes in the arrangement of classrooms. Large classes in the middle grades created a 
necessity for an extra classroom teacher for Grades Three and Four. The rcom in which 
the Sub Primary Grade was formerly housed was utilized for this overflow grade. The 
superintendent's office was moved from the second floor to the teachers’ room on the first 
floor, and the former office was converted into a classroom for the Sub Primary Grade. 
Money was appropriated for this purpose at a special town meeting held in August. 


This year for the first time the Principal of Central School has not been required 
to teach full time. This enables him to teach some classes in both the Seventh and Eighth 
Grades, and to put more time on the administrative duties that are many in a school of 
340 pupils. This arrangement allows the principal considerable more time to assist the 
teachers and supervise the instruction. Under this plan the school is functioning smoothly: 
and instruction in the upper grades is not being slighted, as was the case when the princi- 
pal taught a full-time schedule. . 

Needed repairs have been completed in Central School this year. The boys’ toilets 
in the basement have been completely renovated. The old slate urinals have been replaced 
by medern white ones, and all of the old gravity flushes have been removed to be replaced 
by the more efficient modern ones. The toilet rooms have been repainted, resulting in 
cleaner and more sanitary facilities. Miss Chandler’s room and Mrs. Carroll’s room were 
completely redecorated during the Christmas vacation. All rooms that have been recently 
redecorated have been finished in light pastel shades. This brightens the classrooms and 
makes them more pleasant and cheerful for the pupils and teachers. 


PROBLEMS AND NEEDS 


Because of the increasing number of pupils in Grades Five and Six, the School Com- 
mittee is recommending an extra teacher for those grades next fall and the discontinuance 
of the Sub Primary Grade. The present Sub Primary room will be needed as an overflow 
room for the above-mentioned grades. Our increasing lack of teaching space is becoming 
a sericus problem. All citizens should give serious consideration to necessary school ex- 
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pansion. If we are to give our children a good education, and if we are to continue our 
high standards, we must provide the facilities for a good program. More classroom space 
is a necessity. Citizens should familiarize themselves with the school district bill that is 
to be voted upon at Town Meeting. This bill, if accepted, will provide the means with 
which to construct additional classrooms. 

Existing conveyance contracts expire with the close of this school year. Considera- 
“tion should be given by the townspeople the advantages of owning and operating our own 
school buses. Many municipalities in Maine have purchased their own school buses, and 
have found it to be an economically sound investment. 


FINANCES 
The following budget, as aproved by the School Committee and Budget Committee, 
allows for a teacher of the extra Fifth and Sixth Grade pupils, and for the elimination 
of the Sub Primary Grade and the special conveyance for this grade. If the Sub Primary 
is to be included in the school program, an extra $2,000 should be appropriated; and an 
apropriation to provide an extra classroom would also be necessary.

_ On September 7 Central School opened for the fall term with an enrollment of 331° 
pupils increasing to 340 and remaining fairly constant. 

During the fall, our school was presented with new playground equipment by our 
very active P. T. A. This gift has played a major part in the outside activities for the lower 
grades. A badminton set was purchased to add to the variety of fall sports for the upper 
grades. It proved very satisfactory although not ample to meet the needs. 

Our main winter sport, basketball, began with the winter term, both girls and boys 
practicing. Much has been gained by the children that participated even though they 
played under limited facilities. The success of our basketball is due to the expert coach- 
ing of Mr. Vernon Ramsdell who gave freely of his time and experience. Even though 
the basketball season has proven a valuable experince both socially and physically to those 
who participated, these practices were conducted after school, limiting it to only a few. 

However, we introduced to our upper grades, social and square dancing which 
appears to be progressing very well, fitting some of ‘the needs. This spring we are 
planning to organize a directed recess period in which skills will be taught and developed. 
A larger variety of sports will be introduced to the upper grade boys and girls. 

The socials occuring about every two weeks have been very successful. The highlight 
being the crowning of the winter carnival king and queen, chosen by the student body. 

“America the Beautiful’ a musical patriotic pageant was directed by Mrs. Ruth 
Brown, the music supervisor. This program included every child in the schools As a re- 
sult of donaticns for this performance, a new recording machine was added to our equip- 
ment to aid in music appreciation and participation. Now, a Glee Club composed of the 
Seventh and Eighth Grades is progressing under her direction. 

Our cafeteria has continued to serve the school with a well balanced lunch program. 

Various types of other educational experiences have added highlights to our school 
year. Mr. Ives, during the hunting season, instructed the boys in the upper grades on the 
principle of safe and sane hunting. Thanksgiving baskets, the contents of which were con- 
tributed by the pupils, were distributed through the services of Mrs. Harold Hammond. 
Traveling libraries from the State Library have been placed in each room, a very worth- 
while project sponsored by the P. T.A. Pupils gave generously to the March of Dimes 
project and have assisted in other similar programs. | 

In spite of the crowded conditions and limited facilities, our competent staff of 
eleven teachers have put forth an outstanding effort to accomplish the educational objectives 
with a deep understanding of individual needs. 

I wish:to take this opportunity to thank the teachers and other members of the 
school staff, whose cooperation and effort, have made this a successful year.

I would like to report, in regards to the number of defects found in the above re- 
port, that there have been eight eye corrections and three tonsils corrections. I want to 
express my thanks for the cooperation the parents have given me in having these defects 
corrected. When defects are corrected you can expect better results in your child’s school 
work. 

A vaccination clinic with both Dr. John Murphy and Dr. A. R. Lundin and the 
school nurse in attendance was held in my office last September for the pupils of St. 
Michael’s and Central Schools with 106 pupils being vaccinated. 

No audiometer tests were given this year in the Maine schools, as the machine for 
this purpose is secured from the Maine Public Health Association in Augusta, Maine, and 
word received from that source reveals that the machines are only available every two years. 

My calls have averaged at least once a week to each school. I have enjoyed my 
work in the schools this year and feel as though more has been accomplished this year. 

I would like to express my appreciation to Mr. Libby, Mr. Treat, Father Lem, and 
ull the teachers in both St. Michael’s and the Central Schools, for their splendid help and 
cooperation that they have given me this past year. I am deeply grateful. 

I would again like to extend my thanks to both Dr. John Murphy and Dr. A. R. 
Lundin for their work with our school children this past year.

I herewith submit the annual report of the School Lunch Program. 


The total number of hot lunches served this year were 26,046 meals, approximately 
164 meals daily; this does not include teachers’ lunches. The amount of money received 


for lunches was $3,633.42. Pupils are charged 15 cents per meal and the one-half pints 
of milk are 4 cents. 


The meals are the best and meet the requirements of the State Department. One 
of our weekly menus is as follows:

TAX DEEDS & LIENS 


Previous Tax Collectors have, in general, used the Tax Auction 
Sale method of enforcing delinquent taxes. In applying this method 
of enforcement, the tax collector sells at public auction, on the first 
Monday in February following the date of Assessment the parcels of 
real estate on which taxes remain unpaid. If no bidder appears, 
which is usually the case, the Town itself bids on the property. The 
Town Treasurer receives the necessary deeds from the tax collector. 
These deeds may be redeemed from the Treasurer within two years. 
If not redeemed, the Treasurer must have the deed registered at the 
County Registry of Deeds. Failure to register tax auction deeds means. 
that no legal lien exists against the property. 

Very few of South Berwick’s tax auction sale deeds have ever 
been recorded. Thus, the Town has only a weak title to much of the 
property legally acquired for non-payment of taxes.

In connection with the computation of the 

commitment for the year, we note that only 

the sum of $614.25 of revenue from excise 
taxes was considered, whereas the revenues 
from this source has varied during the past 
two years from $3,000.00 to $6,000.00. We 
also note that various appropration accounts 
vere overdrawn during the year (Exhibit 
“O”), such overdrafts being offset by the 
excess of revenues. This procedure is no dif- 
ferent from that followed by many towns in 
tiem otate,, yet, under the State Statutes, 
there is no authority for overdrafts of town 
appropriations, except for the Highway De- 
partment under certain specific conditions.

The total known supplemental taxes not recorded and not remitted to the Town 
amounts to $139.62. In a conference with the 1948 Tax Collector, and also in a confer- 
ence with the 1948 Chairman of the Selectmen, it appears that the practice has existed for 
some time of offsetting abatements against supplemental taxes without making any record 
of either the abatements or supplemental taxes. 


Without necessary information available, it could not be ascertained as to what abate- 
ments were made to offset the $139.62. It was agreed, however, that the tax of Gladys 
Hasty Carroll constituted one of the items. This tax amounting to $36.96 was presumed 
to cover a community house, while as a matter of fact the tax covered the following 


properties: 
Community House $15.40 
George Snow Lot 1733 
Charles Bennett Lot 2 278 
Parker Lot 1.92 
‘ $36.96 


It also appears to be agreed that a number of poll taxes assessed to men in the ser- 
vice were used as offsets to the supplemental taxes, but the numer is unknown. 


This method, as employed: in the 1948 year, is not a proper method for handling 
such transactions. Every transaction should be recorded on the records of the municipal 
officers. The legality of the abatements could also be questioned unless approved in writ- 
ing by a majority of the Assessors. (Chapter 81, Section 39, Revised Statutes of 1944.) 


The amount involved in this particular instance is $139.62. In order to get the 
actual facts, it would be necessary to make a complete verification of taxes committed as 
well as a 100% cooperation from the taxpayers in making such verification. 


No daily record of tax payments received was maintained by the Tax Collector 
and while such a record is not compulsory, the Collector is responsible to the Town for 
the entire assessment committed to him. With exception of abatements as printed in the 
annual town report, real estate owned by the Town or covered by tax deeds and a few out- 
standing taxes, all other items appear as being paid in the commitment book.

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Report of the Budget Committee for the Town of 
South Berwick for the Year 1950 


To the Citizens of South Berwick: 


The Budget Committee appointed at the annual Town Meeting held 
March 12, 1949, for the purpose of making recommendations as to the estimate 
of money needed for the various departments for the year, respectfully sub- 
mits herewith its recommendations for the various articies contained in the 
Warrant, copy of which is published herewith 

Using these recommendations and the valuation of the Town for the year 
1949 and taking into consideration an estimated amount from poll taxes and 
excise taxes and surplus, the tax rate for the ensuing year would be approxi- 
mately $80 per thousand. 

The total budget for 1950 comes to $96,439.60, as compared with a total 
appropriation of $83,417.68 in 1949. However, since there has been a net in- 
crease in unallocated surplus of nearly $8,000 in the fiscal year just past, it is 
recommended that $7,779.66 be appropriated from surplus. It is also recom- 
mended that $6,500 be appropriated from Motor Vehicle Excise and $200 be 
appropriated from the $208 balance in the School Bond Bank Account. 

It should be emphasized the $3,242.26 increase over 1949 appropriations 
includes repaying a $2,000 School Program note authorized by a 1949 Special 
Town Meeting, and a $1,500 Bridge Note authorized in the March 12, 1949 
Town Meeting. 

All voters should bear in mind that every appropriation of $1,000 repre- 
sents approximately $1 on the tax rate based on the 1949 valuation figures. 

The Budget Committee’s recommendations on each article immediately 
follows said article.

Explanation of Financial Breakdown 


On page 11 appears a comparative 
summary of the Town’s financial trans- 
actions for 1948, 1949, and 1950. Fol- 
lowing this is a detailed breakdown 


showing exactly where the Town’s 
money came from and where it was 
spent. Town finances need not be dif- 


ficult to understand. One merely needs 
to read the financial detail to compare 
our expenditures in these three years. 


The Town Meeting determines how 
much money the Town must raise from 
taxes. This money appropriated at 
Town Meeting is raised by dividing the 
total amount of money required into the 
total assessed valuation of the Town. 
This is the simple process that sets the 
tax rate. Remember then, that when 
you vote at Town Meeting, You are set- 
ting the tax rate. 


The numbers in the following explan- 


atory paragraphs refer to similarly 
numbered sections in the financial 
breakdown. 

Revenues 


1. Town Taxes 


Include the current year’s tax levy, 
and the collection of delinquent taxes. 
This year notices were sent to all per- 
sons listed as owing back poll and per- 
sonal taxes. Through this means over 
$400 in taxes, dating back to 1923, was 
collected in 1950, as compared with $54 
in 1949 and nothing in 1948. In addi- 
tion, $400 worth of back taxes were 
written off as uncollectable for reason 
of death or inability to locate the taxed 
person. In 1951 legal steps will be 
taken to enforce collection of the re- 
mainder. Steps will also be taken dur- 
ing 1951 to collect or dispose of the 
$5,000.00 worth of tax lien real property 
that is in the Town books. 


2. Motor Vehicle Excises 


Declined nearly $1,500 in 1950. This 
is due primarily to lower collections in 
January of 1951 than in the previous 
January. $6500 of excises was appro- 
priated specially for roads in 1950. 

3. State Grants 


Accounted for over $30,000 in 1950, 
or an increase of about $9,000 over 1949 
and $7,000 over 1948. The bulk of this 
increase occurred in education aid. This 
was effected through carefully writing 
the contract for the education of high 
school students with Berwick Academy 
in such a way as to qualify the Town 
for an additional subsidy. 


I. The School Subsidy 


Is based on a formula which takes 
into consideration the valuation of the 
Town, the amount of money spent by 
the Town on schools, the number of 
teachers, and the number of rural 
schools closed in the past when the Cen- 
tral School was established. 


II. The School Lunch Subsidy 


From the Federal Government was 
reduced from 9c to 8c per meal in 1950. 
In addition to this cash subsidy, an 
abundance of surplus foods are received. 
A closing balance of $802.44 appears in 
this account. However, increasing food 
costs in recent months will probably dig 
into this balance in 1951. 


III. Winter Care Subsidy 


The Town is reimbursed by the State 
up to $50 per mile for highways kept 
clear of snow to a width of 14 feet and 
14%c per foot for the erection of snow 
fence. 


IV. Non Settled Poor 


This is the name applied to persons 
falling in need who have resided in Town 
for less than five years. Their supplies 
are provided at the expense of the 
State. 


V. Town Road Improvement Money 


Is provided by the State to be used in 
building up rural roads. It is commonly 
known as “R. F. D.” or “mud” money. 


VI. State Aid Construction Receipts 


In 1948 also includes the 1947 grant 
that was not received until 1948. The 
State matches the Town dollar for 
dollar in state aid road construction up 
to a maximum of $1728. 


VII. Special Resolve Funds 


Are received from the State for the 
road running between North Berwick 
and Ogunquit, known as the Boyd’s 
Corner Road. Several years’ grants had 
accumulated and were spent in 1948. In 
1950 $1300 of these funds were received. 


VIII. Spraying of Trees 


Is encouraged by the State’s matching 
Town expenditures for this purpose. 


IX. Library Stipends 


From the State represent 10% of the 
Town appropriation for the support of 
a free library. 


We The Bank Stock Tax 


Is collected by the State and returned 
to the Towns in proportion to the 
amounts collected from each ‘Town. 


XI. The Dog License Refund — 


Represents the Towns proportional 
share of dog license receipts after 
damages to poultry are paid by the 
State. All dog license receipts from 
cities and towns goes into a special 
~state fund. This fund is drawn upon to 


pay for damage to poultry caused by 


dogs and foxes. At the end of the year, 
the balance in this fund is returned to 
the towns and cities in proportion to 
their contribution.

4, Departmental Earnings 


The Railroad and Telephone Tax 


I. Highway Earnings 


Consist mostly of receipts from sell- 
ing gravel to private individuals. It 
also includes reimbursements for the 
installation of culverts, and $105 for 
the sale of the iron street car rails re- 
moved from the center of Town. 


Il. Driveway Tarring 


Earnings represents receipts from pri- 
vate driveway tarring and just covers 
the cost for such work. 


Ili. Sidewalk 


Earnings represent funds received 
from occupants of stores on Main Street 
who shared the cost of reconstructing 
that sidewalk. It also includes the 
money received from Mrs. Walter Flynn 
for lowering the sidewalk in front of 
her new house on Academy Street. 


IV. Welfare Earnings 


Include reimbursements from other 
Towns and Knights Pond House tele- 
phone reimbursement. 


V. School Earnings 


Include other towns’ share of the 
Union School Administration and tuition 
from other towns. 


VI. School Lunch Earnings 


Represent the payments of 15¢c per 
meal made by pupils for their lunches. — 
Those unable to pay receive their 
lunches free. 


VII. Administration Earnings 


Include $147.56 reimbursed by the 
South Berwick and Rollinsford Public 
Health Association for thetr failure to 
provide a full years nurse. These funds 
were applied toward the program of 
immunization of school children against 
small pox, diptheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus. Various incidental receipts 
are also included under this category. 


5. The Truck and Loader Funds 


_ These are explaned in detail under 
Departmental Reports. 


6. 
II. School Bond Savings Account 
Was the source for the nearly $200 
worth of playground equipment pur- 


chased. 


7. Leng Term Borrowing 


This in 1948 came to $10,400 for the 
repair of the Great Works and Salmon 
Falls Bridges.: In 1949 $2,000 was bor- 
rowed at a special town meeting to avoid 
a deficit in the school budget, due to in- 
creased enrollment, and $1,500 was bor- 
rowed for the repair of the Agamenticus 
Bridge. No new borrowing was neces- 
sary for 1950. 


Although $8,000 of 1950’s beginning 
balance was appropriated at the 1950 
Town Meeting, we ended the year with

Expenditures 


General Government (I) includes town 
officers’ salaries, incidental expenses 
and town hall expenses. 


The Revaluation (I-xi) of all buildings 
in Town was completed at a fraction of 
the cost of hiring a professional firm. 
Results were comparable to the best 
professional job. 


Only $166.90 was spent for Election 
officers (1xili) in 1950 in contrast to 
over $3850 in 1948, the last state election 
year. This savings was effected by use- 
ing a minimum of tellers during the day 
and extras at night for counting of 
ballots. 


Incidentals (1-2) 


About half of Incidental Expenses 
were spent in printing the 1949 annual 
report (2). $400 of this went toward 
printing the real property valuation 
section. 


In the 1951 budget, printing the an- 
nual report is set up as a separate ap- 
propriation. 

Police expenses are now set up as a 
seperate item under Protection (II-1) 


Abstracts and Deed Registrations 
(2x) expenditures are to obtain ab- 
stracts of all property transfers record- 
ed at Alfred and to record all tax col- 
lector liens. 


A fee is paid to the Town Clerk for 
recording Vital Statistics (2xx) in ac- 
cordance with state law. 


A fee of $3800 was paid for an at- 
torney (2xxi) who defended the Town’s 
interest in establishing the tax valua- 
tion on the Spaulding Poultry Farm 
(Great Works Mill). This is explained 
in detail under Abatements (page 50) 


Hor $24.75 we were able to obtain 
aerial photographs (2xxiv) from the 
Federal Government worth several hun- 
dred dollars. These will be used by the 
assessors in the valuation of rural and 
forest land. 


Town Hall (1-3) 


Increased heating costs in the Town 
Hall are due to the full time use of the 
Town Hall for various groups playing 
basketball, and for meetings of the boy 
scouts, cub scouts, brownies and girl 
scouts. The charges under labor and 
supplies in the Town Hall were princ:- 
pally for improvements to the heating 
system. 


Protection of Persons and Property 
(II) In contrast to past years, none of 
the accounts under protection were 
overdrawn this year. 
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Increased Police Protection (II-1) was. 


made possible by last year’s police ap- 
propriation. In other years police pro- 
tection was charged to _ Incidentals. 
Week end patrolling kept damage and 
noise in the downtown area to a min- 
imum. Special police calls noticeably 
decreased whenever the Town was pa- 
trolled. 


For under $2,500, the Fire Depart- 
ment was able to transfer the tank truck 
to a new chassis and to fix up the old 
chassis for a forest fire equipment car- 
rier. By saving several hundred dollars 
through competitive bids on the truck 
chassis and by doing most of the work 
on the chassis themselves, the Fire De- 
partment now has a tank truck worth 
nearly double the $2,500 appropriated. 


Tests were completed on all Fire Hy- 
drants to assure that they are in work- 
ing order. Of course it is known that 
the hydrants provide inadequate water 


for fire fighting, but at least we know 
that all hydrants are operative. 


Health (iI) 


The South Berwick and Rollinsford 
Public Health Association ceased its 
operations during 1950 due to its in- 
ability to procure a public health nurse. 
With the money returned to the Town, 
school children were immunized against 
small pox, diptheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus. 


Highways and Bridges (IV) 


No overdraft appears this year under 
the highway accounts. A detailed ex- 
planation of the 1950 highway program 
appears under the Highway Department 
Report. 


Welfare (V) 


Welfare costs decreased about $1,500 
in 1950 in contrast to the state wide up- 
ward trend. During a good part of the 
year no able bodied man has received 
welfare aid. Note that the greatest in- 
crease has been in hospital expenses. 
This is indicative of the fact that most 
of our welfare aid is going toward old- 
er people who need more medical at- 
tention. 


Education (VI) 


The total cost of education in South 
Berwick has increased by 22% since 
1948. This appears to be in line with 
the nation wide trend. Detailed expla- 
nations of school expenditures appear 
in the Departmental Reports. 

Abatements (VIII-6) appear high in 
1950. This is caused by necessary ad- 
justments during the revaluation review 
and is explained in considerable detail 
under the Assessors’ report. 

Truck and Loader Fund (X) detailed 
reports appear under the Highway De- 
partment reports.

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Departmental Reports 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES 


Various Town appropriations and 
State Funds were available to the Town 
for highway work in 1950. There has 
been a planned effort to balance the 
road program so that the work could be 
distributed throughout Town. The vari- 
ous appropriations or funds, together 
with the work program followed are ex- 
plained in the next few paragraphs. 


$6,500 was appropriated from motor 
vehicle excises as follows: Roads and 
Bridges, $3,000; Sidewalks, $500; Rural 
Road Improvement, $750; Bridges 
$1,750; and the Emery’s Bridge Road, 
$500. About two-thirds of the Roads 
and Bridges Appropriation was spent 
in gravelling and filling mud holes in 
the rural roads. The balance was spent 
in Town cutting back shoulders, clean- 
ing culverts, paying for catch basin 
rental, and digging out clay from bad 
frost heaves. A policy, similar to that 
followed by the State was established, 
that the Town will install a culvert on 
request of any property owner provided 
that the property owwner pays for the 
cost of material (the Town providing 
the labor). Several culverts were in- 
stalled under this program in 1950. 


The first step in a long range side- 
walk program was taken with the re- 
construction of the Main Street side- 
walk from the A & P store to Flynn’s 
News Store. The $500 town appropria- 
tion was matched by the store occu- 
pants paying one half of the cost of 
the sidewalk in front of their stores. 
In preparation for resurfacing the side- 
walk, a compressor was used to break up 
the sidewalk wherever holes or weak 
spots were known. A heavy bituminous 
fille was tamped by air compression into 
these holes and the entire new surface 
was rolled by a power roller. This 


Spring, depressions that have appeared 
will be filled and the sidewalk will be 
sealed with asphalt so that it will have 
a smoother finish. 


Approximately $1,500 in State funds 


were added to the Town’s§ appro- 
priation of $750 for Rural Road Im- 
provement. This, together with the 


$500 appropriated for Emery’s Bridge 
Road was used for an extensive pro- 
gram of brush cutting and road widen- 
ing on the Emery’s' Bridge, Thurrell 
Road, Fife’s Lane and the installation of 
a culvert at the corner of Waterside 
Lane. To widen the Emery’s Bridge 
Road, and Thurrell Road a heavy bull- 
dozer with a front end bucket was used. 
In some places the road was widened by 
as much as 30 feet and many bad curves 
were improved. In addition to providing 
more space for the plowing of snow, 


this road widening and ditching will 


mean better drainage and improved 
roads in early spring. Water can now 
run along the sides of roads where it 
belongs rather than in the center, 


An extensive bridge repair program 
was undertaken last summer. The Em- 
ery’s Bridge, Dennett Road _ Bridge, 
Junction Road Bridge were replanked 
and extensive repairs were made_ to 


several bridges and large culverts. 


The State Aid Road money was spent 
this year in reconstructing the Back 
Berwick Road from Jutras to the rail- 
road tracks. When this road was com- 
pleted a single heavy penetration of tar 
was applied. A second seal coat nor- 
mally is applied to a new road, how- 
ever the State supervisor informed the 
Town that the State would apply the 
second coat and the State accepted it 
with the single application. This was 
not carried out by the State and the 
road was badly broken up. Assurances 
have been given the Town that it will be 
improved this Spring. 


In tarring this year, it was decided 
to mulch the rougher town roads. This 
was done on Liberty Street, Parent 
Street, High Street and Sewell Road. 
This involves first applying a coat of tar 
then a heavy coat of sand, followed by a 
second application of tar. A light motor 
grader then traveled back and forth 
mixing the sand and tar on the road. 
Finally a light coat of sand is sprinkled 
on the surface. Through this means 
the road is smoothed out considerably 
by filling in hollows and _ cutting off 
humps. It is planned to tar each road 
in Town at least once every three years. 


The old street car tracks and ties, 
running from Jutras Station to the Fed- 
erated Church were removed in 1950 at 
no cost to the Town. The E. A. Perry 
Company of Portland was high bidder 
at $105.88 paid to the Town for remov- 
ing the tracks and ties. They in turn 
rented the Town loader for which $110 
was received to lift the tracks and 
ties out. The Town then filled the depres- 
sion with gravel and the State resur- 
faced it. This section was badly broken 
up this winter probably because the 
old road bed has about six inches of 
tar and the former railroad bed wasn’t 
able to be well bonded to the old section. 
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1950 was a rather expensive year for 
snow removal. $2,120 was spent during 
February and March and $38,000 during 
November, December and January. Al- 
though not much snow has fallen, there 
has been considerable sleet and danger- 
ous icy conditions. The Town now uses 
salt on the more heavily traveled roads 
for effective ice control. This winter, to 
January 31, approximately 60 tons of 
salt were used. All state aid roads are 
salted and all hills and bad curves are 
sanded where necessary. 


As a result of an extensive rural road 
widening program, in addition to com- 
pleting proper forms that had been neg- 
lected in previous years, the Town will 
be eligible to receive approximately 
$2,200 in state funds for winter care of 
roads in contrast with $1,200 last year. 
This state grant is based on a payment 
of $50 pper mile for all roads that can 
be plowed to a width of 14 feet plus 
i44c per foot for the erection of snow 
fence. This payment also includes 14 
the cost for winter sand and salt. 


TRUCK AND LOADER FUND 


The operation of the town trucks has 
been profitable this year. After pay- 
ment of all expenses, including a $1,000 
note, $919 was deposited in the truck 
fund savings account. A rental fee of 
$2.25 is charged against the account for 
which the town trucks are used. The in- 


‘come from this rental fee is used to 


pay all operating costs of the trucks 
and the debt incurred for their pur- 
chase. The trucks traveled a combined 
total of 15,000 miles in 1950,. Proper 
care by the truck drivers and preventa- 
tive maintenance has been the key to 
keeping truck operating costs at a 
minimum. 

The loader has, in less than two years 
nearly paid for itself. A _ deficit of 
slightly over $400 appears at the end 
of 1950. This piece of equipment has, 
however, more than paid for itself if 
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the actual work performed is taken into 
consideration. For example, the time of 
trucks and men saved by being able to 
get gravel when and where wanted in 
itself represents a large savings. In 
addition, the savings of manpower and 
the performance of tasks impossible 
for manual labor all must be considered 
when evaluating the worth of the load- 
er. f 


As in the case of the truck fund, a 
rental fee of $2.00 per hour or 30c per 
load of gravel is charged against the 
account for which the loader is used. 
The income from this fund pays for all 
operating costs of the loader, in ad- 
dition to paying for its original pur- 
chase. 


FOGG MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


Last year at this time we were able 
to report the installation of modern 
lighting and complete redecoration of 
the library, plus a modern filing sys- 


tem. With this as’a basis the library 


has become increasingly better able to 
function in a manner which makes 
Fogg Memorial a valuable asset to 
South Berwick. 


The increased appropriation by the 
town has made it possible for us_ to 
augment the juvenile section until it 
compares favorably with the best in 
towns of equal size in the state. These 
have been moved into the reading room, 
and occupy over half the shelf space 
formerly devoted to periodicals and oth- 
er reference materials. An average of 


two hundred juvenile books have been 
in circulation all winter. 

We continue to keep the library open 
during the school day for the con- 
venience of both Academy students and 
classes from Central School. 


We are open to the public 2:05 to 4:00 
p.m. Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday. 


With our funds being mainly used to 
buy childrens’ books this year—one 
hundred twenty-five new ones—we have 
neverthless tried to purchase the best 


in current adult fiction and non-fiction. 


Approximately one hundred currently 
popular adult books have been purchased 
or received as gifts in 1950. A large 
number of magazine subscriptions make 
such periodicals as Life, Time, The At- 
lantic, Harpers, Popular Mechanics, 
etc., available for adult readers; and 
American Girl, Boy’s Life, Jack and Jill, 
and Child Life for the children.

Of the $1000 appropriated at the an- 
nual Town Meeting in 1950 for Police 
expenses, $347.00 has been paid to of- 
ficers for patrolling streets, directing 
traffic at schools on account of street re- 
pairs. 


A check of the complaints shows that 
during the period that the streets were 
patrolled the most, the complaints were 
less. Therefore it would seem advisable 
to increase this item and afford better 
protection to the public and the tax- 
payer’s property.

Zones. These zones follow closely the 


present land use of the town. 


Months of hard work and serious dis- 
cussion went into the preparation of our 
Zoning Ordinance. As a first step, the 
area to be zoned had to be mapped 
This meant the development of a base 
map and then a present land use map. At 
the same time, a study of various Zon- 
ing Ordinances in effect in other com- 
munities was made. Then the Zoning 
restrictions and regulations desirable for 
South Berwick’s requirements were 
agreed upon. And finally the various 
zones were established. 


This Ordinance has been drafted with 
flexibility and simplicity as key ob- 
jectives. The Planning Board has 
considered zoning as a guide and aid for 
continued community development by 
the maintenance of property values, not 
as a straight jacket restricting individ- 
uals unnecessarily in the use of their 
property. 


Building permits are required only 
when structural alterations are made. 
And these permits are free of charge. A 
Board of Appeals of 5 individuals 
has the important function of keeping 
the Zoning Ordinance flexible and pre- 
venting hardships.

WELFARE REPORT 


Welfare aid has been provided with 
the feeling that a helping hand should be 
extended to all persons needing aid. On 
the other hand, an attempt has been 
made to eliminate malingerers from the 
welfare roles. 
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During 1950 any able bodied persons 
receiving town aid performed work in 
return for groceries or supplies. 


The greater part of welfare expenses 
went toward supplementing the care of 
old folks in convalescent homes or for 
hospital and medical expenses. 


The various categories of welfare aid 


are: 


TOWN PGOR: Persons falling in need 
who have a legal settlement in South 
Berwick. ($2500 was appropriated for 
this purpose in 1950.) 


STATE POOR: Persons who have not 
resided in Town for five years without 
receiving aid are classified as state poor. 
The State reimburses the Town for all 
aid provided for them. This amounted 
to $4,041.57 in 1950. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN: 


This

VETERANS AID: The Town ap- 
propriated $300 for Veterans aid in 1950, 
of which only $20 was spent.

rarely used by South Berwick Veterans.

CIVIL DEFENSK AND PUBLIC SAFETY 


In accordance with the Maine Civil Defense and Publie Safety Law, each and 
every community in the State must set up a Civil Defense and Public Safety 
Organization. This organization must be prepared to act either in the event of 
a bomb falling on South Berwick or to provide mutual aid to other communities 
that might be bombed. 


This is a program under state law that must be followed by the Town. Accord- 
ing to county Civil Defense officials, at least 10% of the people of each community 
must be a part of the civil defense organization. 


The basic organization for Civil Defense and Public Safety for South Berwick 
has been established along the lines indicated below. Hundreds of workers must 
now be recruited to fill out the ranks. Remember, in addition to following state 
law, our Civil Defense and Public Safety Organization has the important under- 
lying function of helping ourselves and helping our neighbors in the face of any 
type of emergency. 


In the event of impending attack, key telephones strategically located in the 
State will be alerted by the Air Defense Central Center. A key telephone in Port- 
land will be responsible for alerting York County. The York County Civil Defense 
“Alert” telephone is located in Biddeford and is manned 24 hours a day. On re- 
ceipt of a warning, that location will place calls in rapid succession to six com- 
munities in the County. 


. For example, South Berwick’s “Alert” will be relayed as follows: From 
Portland to Biddeford to Kennebunk to Wells to North Berwick to South Berwick. 
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Upon receipt of an alert, called a “red signal,” the public will be warned by 
a series of nine fire alarm blasts. Following any attack, special medical 
teams will determine if any radioactivity is present. At the reception of an “All 
Clear” signal (White) signified by a single blast, all services as indicated on the 


chart will go into action. 


All officers and personnel in the Civil Defense and Public Safety Organization 
serve without pay in the interests of community protection and mutual aid. This 
organization must be permanent and ready to serve at a minutes notice for both 


peace time and war time emergencies. 


In the event of an atomic attack you may have no warning. Each and every 
one should take the following precautions and be prepared in advance. Remember, 
your only warning may be a flash of light brighter than the sun itself. 


Pick out in advance the best shelter nearest your home, your place of 
work, or church. This would be in a cellar, or behind walls, or even be- 
hind a pile of dirt, 


— —Find out NOW how to shut off gas, water, and electricity where these 
utilities enter the house, and label the shut offs. 


——If you have had no warning in an A-Bomb attack— 
*Don‘t run,, there isn’t time. 
*Fall flat on your face. 
*GET DOWN FAST! 
“If in your car, stop! Set your emergency brake and dive for the floor. 


*Stay down for at least one minute.

The success: of the revaluation has 
been due in large part to the coopera- 
tion of the individual tax payer through- 
out the project. First in completing 


basic questionaires, next in opening 
your homes to Mr. Lawrence Dowe, the 
Assessors’ Assistant for the project, 
and finally by examining your property 
record card in the Town Office to deter- 
mine the correctness of the information 
recorded. Over half of the taxpayers 
have been in to look at their property 
cards and to compare it with others.

CENTRAL MAINE POWER 
VALUATION 


In 1949 The Central Maine Power 
Company threatened to sue the town 
for a substantial tax abatement on the 
basis that their property was being 
valued at a figure representing 80% of 
1940 values in contrast to the rest of 
the town property which was valued at 
but 10 to 20% of 1940 values 


They agreed at that time to withhold 
action since the town was planning a 
revaluation.

Had the revaluation not been com- 
pleted last year, it is likely that the 
Central Maine Power Company would 
have brought their case before the 
courts. Since they had adequate figures 
with which to justify their valuation 
and the town did not, the court probab- 
ly would have granted them an immedi- 
ate abatement of five or six thousand 


dollars.

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of South Berwick: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report of the South Berwick School De- 
partment. 


TEACHERS 


Central School opened for the fall term on September 6 with several changes 
in the staff. In grade six Mrs. Beryl Wescott of Kezar Falls replaced Miss Eliza- 
beth Rhodes who resigned to accept a teaching position in Massachusetts. Mrs. 
Helen F. Hennessey of Somersworth was elected to the fifth grade position. Miss 
Downs in grade three and Miss Chandler in grade three and four resigned to accept 
positions out of state and were replaced by Miss Nellie Page of Bath and Miss 
Patricia Stevens of Durham, N. H. Miss Aleida Morton of Portland replaced Mrs. 
Eichelberger as teacher of the overflow first and second grade room. The complete 
list is as follows:

SALARIES 


Because of the rapid increases in the cost of living, the School Committee 
granted to each regular teacher a $200 cost of living increase becoming effective 
in December. Our teachers are now receiving salaries ranging from $2,100 to 
$2,400 which is comparable to our neighboring Maine towns. However, we are 
still considerably below our New Hampshire neighbors. As long as this remains 
a fact, we can expect to lose many teachers annually. As a matter of fact, four 
of our last year’s staff resigned to accept positions out of state. 


IMPROVEMENTS AND NEEDS 


Expansion of our school plant is still our greatest need. Two additional 
classrooms are badly needed. 


There 1s a possibility that we may obtain Federal funds to assist in an ex- 
pansion project. Additional classrooms must be planned (whether or not Federal 
assistance can be obtained); if we are to continue in a progressive manner. The 
upper grades are now becoming overcrowded. A teacher can not give to her pupils 
the needed individual attention and assistance under crowded conditions. 

_ Audio-Visual Education is becoming more and more an ‘ntegral part of our 
modern school systems. Central School is quite well equipped with the basic equip- 
ment. Our sound projector is old and needs replacing. The School Committee is 
recommending in their budget an article for Audio-Visual Education for the first 
time. Other than the sound projector, the school needs an opaque projector, funds 
for film rentals; and it would be well to consider the possibility of purchasing basic 
teaching films to become permanent property of the school. 

Continuing the practice of redecorating some rooms each year, the School 
Committee has had the lunch room, the principal’s office, and one classroom painted 
during the past summer. Two new primary dining tables were purchased for the 
lunch room. 

As is true with classroom space, more lunchroom space is also badly needed. 
An extra part time helper has been recently employed, making two full time and 
two part time employees at the present. Over 200 pupils are being fed well-bal- 
anced meals daily; and with the limited space :t is necessary to have different grades 
eat at scheduled times during the entire noon period. 

All new busses have been purchased this year by our conveyance contractors, 
Mr. Raymond Morgridge and Walter Hichens. We are fortunate in having excel- 
lent equipment and an efficient system of conveyance for our rural children. 

Because of the discontinuance of the South Berwick-Rollinsford Public 
Health Nurse, it has been necessary for the School Committee to employ a nurse 
for the regular school nursing duties. Mrs. Marion Chaplin, R. N. has been obtained 
for this purpose. In addition to the regular inspections, Mrs. Chaplin is planning 
regular immunization clinics.

REPORT OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To Superintendent Howard I. Libby and the Superintending School Committee of 
South Berwick: | 


ne Central School opened for the fall term on September 6 with an enrollment 
of 328 pupils, A gradual increase in school population took place during the fall 
term with a gradual decline efter Christmas. 


At present our enrollm i i 
i ent is remain- 
Ing around 333. ain 
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The year’s school program, under the direction of our eleven teachers, has 
been a well rounded learning situation in both curricula and extra curricula activ- 
ities. Student participation in various activities has been increased to a great ex- 
tent during the past year. Following are some of the highlights. 


Assemblies have been held regularly, each class being responsible for a pro- 
gram. 


The Hiking and Camping Club, consisting of boys in the upper grades, made 
a two day trip to the Mount Chocurua area. 


The Gilbert and Sullivan operetta, H. M. S. Pinafore, was presented by stu- 
dents of the upper grades. A similiar program will be presented by the lower 
grades in the spring. 


School socials, held bi-monthly on Friday evenings, have proven both popular 
and successful. ‘Some parents have cooperated generously in assisting as chaperons 
and square dance instructors. 


The basketball squad, members of the York County Junior High School 
League, are maintaining a heavier schedule than that of previous years. The ad- 
dition of more schools to the league has increased our program by more than one 
third. The boys practice two evenings a week at the Town Hall. 


A school orchestra, under the direction of Mr. Bernard Monshure of Dover, 
is well under way and is expected to make its first performance in the late spring. 


Food donations by students were included in Thanksgiving and Christmas 
baskets distributed through Mr. Weiss to needy families in the community. The 
March of Dimes program also received donations from the students. 


During the Christmas season, our upper grades presented to the P. T. A. a 
musical interpretation of yuletide customs in many lands. 


Several civic organizations joined in sponsoring refreshments for the Christ- 
mas parties in the lower grades. 


A new merry-go-round, placed on the south side of the school property, was 
added this fall to our playground in addition to small game equipment. 


Through the cooperation of Mr. Burton Trafton, the Fogg Memorial Library 
is now available to pupils, during and after school hours. Classes, accompanied by 
teachers, visit the library weekly. This has been a great aid in supplementing our 
own supply of books. 


Our cafeteria has done a remarkable job in adjusting to the fluctuating num- 
bers eating daily. Adding a new member to the staff has increased its efficiency. 


In closing, I wish to thank the faculty and other members of the school staff, 
whose fine spirit of cooperation, have once again made this a successful year.

I herewith submit the annual report of the School Lunch Program. 


Since the opening of school in September there has been a large increase in 
the number of meals served daily, the average being 200 a day. These lunches are 
classed as Type A, which consists of one-half pint milk, bread and butter, meat or 
fish, vegetable, fruit, cookies or pudding for dessert. The meals meet the require- 
ments of the State Department.

Abatements 


The Abatement list that follows is more lengthy than is usual. It will be 
noted that most of the abatements are for small amounts and reflect adjustments 
in conjunction with the revaluation. Many of these can be classed as clerical 
errors, but the majority result from reviews of property not entered by the Asses- 
sors’ Assistant before the valuation was set. When no one was at home after a 
second call, information was obtained from the property questionnaire and from 
neighbors. When this information was found to be in error, abatements were 
granted. 


Percentage wise, errors were limited to but 2% of a total valuation of $2,800,- 
000 which is at least as good a record as professional appraisers can claim. 


It will be noted on the list that follows that Spaulding and ‘Sons received an 
abatement of $1,105.92. The Rocky Gorge Mill, now used by Spaulding as a broiler 
plant was valued, under the revaluation, at slightly over $80,000. This figure was 
arrived at in the same way as house valuations. However, Spaulding claimed that 
he should not be taxed on much more than the $12,000 that he paid for the build- 
ings at auction. The State Bureau of Taxation reviewed the valuation on this build- 
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ing and recommended a figure of $50,000 on the basis that a building. to house 
a similar number of broilers could have been constructed for $50,000 in 1940 (the 
base year for the revaluation). 


After receiving legal advice from Mr. Barnett Shur, Corporation Counsel for 
the City of Portland, the Assessors agreed to the figure of $50,000 recommended 
by the State. Spaulding at first indicated that he would appeal to the Courts in 
preference to paying on a value of $50,000, but was finally convinced of the weak- 
ness of his position by Attorney Shur.

TAX DEEDS AND LIENS 


Previous Tax Collectors have, in 
general, used the Tax Auction Sale 
method of enforcing delinquent taxes. 
In applying this method of enforcement, 
the tax collector sells at public auction, 
on the first Monday in February follow- 
ing the date of Assessment the parcels 
of real estate on which taxes remain 
unpaid. If no bidder appears, which is 
usually the case, the Town itself bids on 
the property. The Town Treasurer re- 
ceives the necessary deeds from the tax 
collector. These deeds may be redeemed 
from the Treasurer within two years. 
If not redeemed, the Treasurer must 
have the deed registered at the County 
Registry of Deeds. Failure to register 
tax auction deeds mean that no legal 
lien exists against the property. 


Very few of South Berwick’s tax auc- 
tion sale deeds have ever been recorded. 
Thus, the Town has only a weak titie 
to much of the property legally acquir- 
ed for non-payment of taxes. 


Even when all legal steps have been 
observed, the courts are reluctant to 
grant a clear title to property acquired 
by a Town through the tax auction 
sale. 


A more effective means of enforcing 
delinquent tax collections and of gain- 
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ing a clear title to land acquired by the 
Town for non-payment of taxes is 
available through the tax mortgage 
lien process. This is, in effect, a self- 
foreclosing mortgage. Between 8 months 
and one year after the commitment 
of taxes to him, the tax collector noti- 
fies the delinquent taxpayer in writing 
that unless the tax is paid within 10 
days, the tax collector records the mort- 
gage lien certificate in the Registry of 
Deeds, deposits a true copy with the 
Town Treasurer, and notifies any mort- 
gagees. 


After the mortgage lien certificate 
is recorded, the taxpayer has eighteen 
months within which to redeem the 
property, which he may do by payment 
to the Town Treasurer. If the mortgage 
lien is not redeemed, title automatically 
passes to the Town at the expiration of 
18 months. 


This type of lien gives the Town a 
clear title to the property. The Town, 
in turn, is more readily able to dispose 
of property acquired in this manner. 


The use of the tax mortgage lien 
method of enforcement cf delinquent 
tax collections is obviously to the ad- 
vantage of the Town and will be used 
against all 1949 delinquent real property 
taxes,

Accounting records 
and other supporting evidence were ex- 
amined or tested by methods and to the 
extent deemed necessary under the cir- 
cumstances. 

It is believed that the accompanying 
balance sheet together with the related 
financial statements fairly present the 
financial position of the Town at Feb- 
ruary 9, 1950, and the result of its op- 
erations for the year then ended.

The cash balance of $11,068.68 was 
represented by:

The cash in bank reconciled with the 
bank statement of the South Berwick 


Trust Company. Cash on hand was 
verified as of the date of audit by bring- 
ing the cash account up to date. It is 
suggested that cash on hand be depos:t- 
ed at the end of the year. 


At the year end the accounts receiv- 
able totaled $965.96. Of this amount 
$771.12 and $86.07 were due from the 
State of Maine for welfare cases and 
repair work on a bridge rail respectively 
and the balance of $108.77 was due from 
the Tax Collector. As these items are 
considered to be collectible, no reserve 
for possible losses in collection was es- 


The taxes receivable amounted to 
$3,563.60 at February 9, 1950. This 
total, which :s in excess of the total 
outstanding at the end of the previous 
year, includes 1949 real estate taxes of 
$1,487.92 on which tax liens had not been 
placed. Tax deeds and liens held by the 
Town amounted to $4,943.00. The deeds 
and liens on file were checked, but only 
a few of the deeds had been recorded. 
Verifications were mailed to a repre- 
sentative number of taxpayers whose ac- 
counts were outstanding at the year end. 
If any variations are noted as a result 
of these verifications, the proper Mun‘c- 
ipal Officials will be notified. 
tablished. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


Balances of special deposits amount- 
ing to $283.41 which had been set aside 
previously for special purposes are not 
available for general use. These bal- 
ances are carried as reserves in the gen- 
eral fund. These special deposits were 
verified by examination of the bank 
passbooks. 


The reserve for authorized expendi- 
tures represents the unexpended bal- 
ances in certain of the appropriation 
accounts which have been carried for- 
ward to the ensuing year for expendi- 
ture. 


The general fund _ surplus totaled 
$15,416.03 at the year end which repre- 
sents an increase of $9,324.93 over the 
balance at the beginning of the year. 
This increase was caused by the net 
gain from operations of $10,373.27 less 
the appropriation of $1,000.00 for 
Grant’s Drain and the adjustments for 
prior years of $48.34. 


DEBT FUND 


The Debt Fund, which is incorporated 
this year, reflects notes which are to be 
retired from revenue to be appropriated 
in future years. 


At the close of the year the outstand- 
ing notes payable amounted to $28,- 
900.00. These notes were verified with 
the South Berwick Trust Company, the 
holder of the notes. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The town holds :n trust two funds for 
the perpetual care of cemetery lots. 
These funds have been deposited in sav- 
ings accounts in the South Berwick 
Trust Company. It was ascertained that 
all income accruing to the funds had 
been properly credited. No expendi- 
tures had been made from the trust 
funds during the year under review. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 


Presented on Exhibit B is a consolida- 
ted analysis of revenue and expenditures” 
This statement reflects an excess of 
revenue available over expenditures of 
$10,573.27, which was credited to gen- 
eral fund surplus. 


Expenditures in addition to the usual 
operating costs included the purchase 
of an oil burner for the town hall and 
the leasing of a highway loader with 
the understanding that the payments on 
the lease could apply to the purchase 
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price of the loader should the Town de- 
cide to purchase it. 


Overdrafts were noted in several ap- 
propriation accounts. The Attorney 
General has rendered an opinion on this 
point and it is included for the benefit 
of the Municipal Officers. 


“The municipal officers are bound 
by the terms of the articles in the 
warrant calling the meeting provid- 
ing for the expenditure of money. 
The officers should not spend more 
than the taxpayers appropriated at 
town meeting, unless the statute ex- 
pressly authorizes an expenditure in 
excess of the appropriation.” 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 
81 of the Revised Statutes of 1944, how- 
ever, relate to expenditures of monies 
for highway purposes and permit over- 
drafts in cases of emergencies to the 
extent of 15% of the appropriation. 

The excise tax collections were veri- 
fied by examination of the receipts re- 
tained by the Collectors. The following

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Report of the Budget Committee for the Town 
of South Berwick for the Year I95| 


February 28, 1951 
To The Citizens of South Berwick: 


' The Budget Committee elected for the purpose of making recommendations as 
to the estimate of money needed for the various town activities for the ensuing 
year respectfully submits herewith its recommendations for the articles contained 
in the following warrant. 


Using these recommendations and estimating the valuation of the town for the 
tax year 1951 the tax rate will be approxiatelv $388 per thousand dollars of assess- 
ed valuation. 


The total budget for 1951 come to $99,811 as compared with a total appropria- 
tion of $101,055.60 in 1950. $11,500 is recommended to be appropriated from 
Surplus Funds and automobile excises compared with $14,500 from this source in 
1950. In addition, the total valuation of the town will decrease approximately 
$60,000.00 due to adjustments in the valuation of the Central Maine Power Com- 
pany property and the Rocky Gorge Mill. 


Total town expenses, excluding education, show a decrease of $53,580 to $46,- 
786 while school expenses show an increase of nearly 12%. 


Voters should bear in mind that every appropriation of $2,000 represents $1 on 
your tax rate. Your Budget Committee has worked for several months in the 
preparation of this budget. It has been our aim to maintain as low a tax rate as 
possible consistent with providing necessary town services. The voter should give 
careful consideration before changing these figures. Bear in mind that what you 
appropriate at Town Meeting will determine what amount will appear on your 
tax bill.

All persons are hereby notified to 
make and bring to said Assessors true 
and perfect lists of their polls and 
their estates, real and personal, not by 
law exempt from taxation, which they 
are possessed of, or which they hold 
as guardian, executor, administrator, 
trustee or otherwise on the first day of 
April, 1950, and be prepared to make 
oath to the truth of the same. 


When estates of persons deceased

or have changed hands from any cause, 
tthe executor, administrator or other 
persons interested, are hereby warned 
to give notice of such change and in 
default of such notice will be held 
under the law to pay the tax assessed 
although such estate has been wholly 
distributed and paid.

Hamilton House—built circa 1787 by Col. Jonathan 
Hamilton, born in Maine and a successful merchant and 
ship owner; one of the founders of the Berwick Acad- 
emy Library, the oldest literary institution in the State.

Lever” by South Berwick’s famed Sarah Orne Jewett. 
As depicted in this novel, John Paul Jones dined at the 
Hamilton House the night before his ship, the Bee.

House in 1899 and together with her daughter, Mrs. 
Henry C. Vaughn, restored it to its present beauty.

Her well loved forest was left to the State 
of Maine and is now.-open to the public under the name
